This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request dated October 16, 1998, concerning American Independent Party. 


After the documents were reviewed to ascertain if they warrant 
classification under current standards, they have been processed for release. 

Excisions have been made from these documents in order to protect 
information exempt from disclosure pursuant to the following subsections of 
Title 5, United States Code, Sections 552 and 552 (a): (b)(2), (b)(7)(C) and 
(b)(7)(D). 

Pursuant to your request 134 pages were reviewed andj?4 pages 
are being released from two main files and two "see" references. 

Notations have been made in the margins of the enclosed pages 
indicating specific exemptions applied to excised portions of the material. 
Where pages have been withheld in their entirety, a deleted page information 
sheet has been substituted showing the reason for the deletion. 

The enclosed material is from the main investigative file in which 
the subject of your request was the subject of the investigation. The "see" 
references are documents maintained and captioned on a third party and/or 
organization which contained subject in the body of the text. In processing 
these "see" references, only pages considered for release were those pages 
which mentioned subject and any additional pages showing the context in 
which subject was mentioned. 







If you desire you may submit an administrative appeal from any 
denial contained herein. Appeals should be directed in writing to the Co- 
Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Flag 
Building, Suite 570, Washington, D.C. 20530, within 60 days from receipt of 
this letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal". Please cite the name of the office 
to which your original request was directed.

This organization has been cited as "following the Communist Party line 
and the defense of the Soviet Union meticulously." It has been cited 
by seven different committees on Un-American Activities in the United 
States. A. L. WIRIN supported the SCENE3DERMAN-DARCY DEFENSE COMMITTEE. 
This front was organized by the Communist Party for the purpose of de¬ 
fending Schneiderman and Darcy who have been prominent in the Communist 
leadership in California. (California Committee on Un-American Activi- 
f--, Report, 13V5, page 358.) 

A. L. WIRIK, counsel for the AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION, endorsed 
the COMMITTEE FOR CITIZENSHIP RIGHTS. This organisation was a sub¬ 
sidiary COMMUNIST front for the defense of William Schneiderman. (Calif¬ 
ornia Committee on Un-American Activities, Report, 19^8, page 359*) 

The COMMITTEE FOR CITIZENSHIP RIGETS has been cited as "defending the 
interests of the Communist Party" (Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Report, March 29 > 19 ^ f page 95) and cited by the Congres¬ 
sional Committee on Un-American Activities, and the California Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activities. 

A. L. WIRIN is listed as a member of the NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD."
